For the 
Fullertoii-Plaeentia growers the total 
sum would be less than $100 a year.

LONDON, June 20.—As a safeguard 
against suffragettes, the authorities of 
the British Museum 
are 
seriously 
considering the adoption of “armored 
glass” for the cases containing the 
more valuable an destructable exhib­ 
its. 
Several thousand dollars’ worth 
of this newly invented glass has al­ 
ready been placed in the South Ken­ 
sington Museum, 
the 
National Por­ 
trait Gallery, and the Shakespeare 
Museum at Stratford-on-Avon. 
Experiments show it to be practi­ 
cally unbreakable, the severest blows 
with ham m ers and hatchets 
merely 
“starring” the surface. 
Made by a 
patented process it is composed of 
three layers, the two outside ones be­ 
ing of plate glass and the interior one 
of sheet celluloid.

Anaconda Buys International Smelting 
“The proposition of the directors of the Anaconda 
Copper M ining Co. to purchase the International 
Smelting and Refining Co. by the exchange of 3.3 
shares of A naconda for one share of International, 
was unanim ously approved 
at 
the 
stockholders’ 
meeting, held May 20 at Anaconda, M ont.,” says the 
Mining and E ngineering World. “T here w ere rep­ 
resented 3,754,208 shares of stock, by proxies, and 
all voted in favor of the offer. It had not been men­ 
tioned in the notices of meeting th a t the m atter 
was to come up, but there would have been no op­ 
position to th e proposal anyway, as it seem s to be 
generally approved by Anaconda stockholders. The 
International stockholders are yet to m eet and ac­ 
cept the offer, which they appear willing to do. 
“The deal m eans the issuance of 330,000 shares 
of additional stock by the Anaconda Co., m aking 
the outstanding stock 4,662,500 shares. T he Anaconda 
Co. will assum e a heavy obligation, including $9,* 
000,000 in actual debts of the International and a 
contract to build a sm elter for the treatm en t of In­ 
spiration and M iami ores at a cost of $2,500,000. 
The Anaconda is also building an enorm ous leach­ 
ing plant a t th e W ashoe smelter, which will cost, 
approximately, $6,000,000. 
“Last year th e company failed to earn its divi­ 
dends by $1,674,000. W hat it will be able to do with 
330,000 additional shares of stock out is one of the 
questions about which stockholders are som ew hat 
interested. In th e face of this copper is selling nearly - 
a cent a pound below the average for last year. 
“That International stockholders think well of the 
exchange offer the Anaconda directors have made is 
evidenced by th e fact that some of them have been 
selling A naconda stock against the A naconda stock 
which they are to receive in exchange for In tern a­ 
tional. Before th e offer was made by Anaconda, the 
Initornational 
stockholders Were canvassed a s to 
whether they would take more of their own com­ 
pany’s stock, and they frankly said they had all they 
wanted, at p resent at least. The Anaconda Co. s as­ 
sets are difficult to finance the new obligation w ith­ 
out seriously im pairing the market value of Ana­ 
conda shares. 


Vastness of London Trade 
Loudon is now spending $72,POU,oho lo enlarge the 
dock facilities of the port. An army of 25000 men is 
at work. John S. Steele, in a letter to the San F ran ­ 
cisco Chronicle, gives an idea of the v astness of 
London's trade and 
the quantities handled on the 
wharves and w arehouses along the T ham es River. 
Says Mr. Steele: 
“The amount of tea passing through the docks in a 
year, for instance, represents 370,000,000 days’ work 
by its producers. T here are twenty-eight and one- 
quarter miles of sub‘erranean wine cellars, stocked 
all the time alm ost to their full capacity w ith wines 
of all vintages m aturing and waiting for m arket. 
Wonderful stories are told about the rare vintages 
which stand in these underground passages and oc­ 
casionally one h ears of the discovery of a sm all par­ 
cel of some w onderful nectar which had been over­ 
looked for years and has become alm ost priceless. 
“The wool w arehouses of the Authority handle 
every year $100,000,600 worth of wool shorn from the 
backs of 90,000,000 sheep. The floor space in th e wool 
warehouses has an area of 32 acres. T here is also 
storage space in the warehouses of Hie A uthority 
for 1,000,000 carcasses of mutton and 120,000 tons of 
beef at one tim e. 
“Every class of goods is catered to. T he tobacco 
warehouses are heated and ventilated so th a t the 
tobacco is kept in the best possible condition. Cold 
storage is provided for furs, fruit, butter, cheese and 
eggs, as well as for m eat. Mothproof rooms are th ere 
for rare O riental rugs and carpets, and these acres 
of warehouses are patrolled night and day by arm ed 
watchmen to protect the precious wares 
against 
thieves.” 


Aiding Mining Industry 
To aid the w orld’s oldest industry, mining, Federal 
co-operation has been asked. To the end th at legiti­ 
m ate m ining schem es may receive the support of 
capital, J. H. Thain, a practical m ining man, has ad­ 
vanced a plan for Government co-operation to meet 
the present chief difficulty which the prospector en­ 
counters In seeking capital to develop his proposi­ 
tion. His plan includes the establishm ent of a Gov­ 
ernm ent laboratory a t W ashington and another at 
San Francisco, w here prospectors may send ore sam­ 
ples and have them analyzed free of charge. In do- 
inig this the G overnm ent would m ake no guarantee 
nor absum e any obligation. The G overnm ent chem­ 
ist would w rite to the prospector: “W e have analyzed 
the sam ples you have sent to us and find they con­ 
tain,” etc. 
“The next step for the prospector would be to have 
a G overnm ent inspector visit the property at the 
prospector’s expense, and verify the exact length, 
average w idth and average value of the outcrop, and 
the situation of vein or deposit from which the sam­ 
ples were taken. If the prospector had tam pered with 
his original sam ples to the Government, the second 
assays would fail to check, thus defeating the pur­ 
poses of a dishonest promotor. In this second step 
the G overnm ent would assume no responsibility. It 
would m erely verify the existence of a certain out­ 
crop or deposit and the metal contents as indicated 
by two assays. W ith two Governm ent certificates 
verifying the existence of commercial ores and show­ 
ing their assays, the prospector would have tw o pow­ 
erful argum ents to present to the mining investor and 
induce him to en ter upon an independent examina­ 
tion of the property. Thus the greatest obstacles in 
the interesting of capital in a mining enterprise w'ould 
have been overcome. It is difficult to im agine how 
a mine of any real m erit would fail to find a backer 
under such conditions. 
“The prospector 
should be limited to slaking his 
claim as per G overnm ent regulations, and to not more 
than two claim s in his own name, for any one district. 
The claims should be free from location work until 
the Governm ent report on ore contents is received. 
Samples should be obtained by cutting trenches a few' 
inches wide across the vein or pay streak, not more 
than five feet ap art; the broken m aterial should be 
carefully sam pled and quartered down, and an aver­ 
age of all these sam plings sent to the nearest Gov­ 
ernm ent laboratory. The discoverer should be al­ 
lowed an allotted tim e to do his location work after 
the mailing of the Governm ent report. U nder exist­ 
ing conditions the average prosi>ector has only a 
small am ount of money and is not able to hire an ex­ 
perienced and reliable chemist. As a result he is 
unable to furnish d ata which tile investor considers 
sufficiently reliable to w arrant further investiga­ 
tion.” 
• 


Banking in South America 
The report, of the British Bank of South America 
for the year 1913 states th at the gross profits, after 
allowing for rebate of interest on deposits and mak­ 
ing full provision for bad and doubtful debts and 
contingencies, am ount to $2,0008,886 U nited States 
currency. This, with $407,740 brought forw ard, m akes 
$2,416,626. A fter deducting $953,651 for all charges 
of the head office and branches and $111,521 for in­ 
come tax and G overnm ent taxes in Brazil and the 
River Platte, th ere rem ains $1,351,454 available. The 
directors have transferred $50,000 to pension and 
benevolent fund—which, with interest at IS per cent, 
now am ounts to $445,303—$21,900 in reduction of cost 
of investm ents, and they have set ap art $41,300 for 
payment of a bonus to the staff. The institution paid 
a dividend of 17 per cent free of income tax. 


Copper Output Last Year 
The sm elter output of copper in the U nited S tates 
in the year 1913 is placed by the United S tate Geologi­ 
cal Survey at 1,224,484,098 pounds, com pared w ith 
1,243.268,720 pounds in 1912, a decrease of 1.5 per 
cent. The total production of new refined copper in 
1913 was I, 615,067,782 pounds, the largest output in 
the history of the industry, exceeding that of 1912 by 
46,963,304 pounds. T he output of new, or prim ary, re­ 
fined copper was as follows:
